Ar the fame 
Time ‘tis talk’d a French Officer is newly come to 
Prince Ragotski, with a great Sum of Money, thar 
he follicirs tyat Prince to continue the War, and that 
he gives awav a great deal of Money among the 
Germans that defert to the Malecontents. Count 
Sinzendorf is made upper Court Chancellor in Affairs 
of State, and Baron Seylern Court Chancellor in Af- 
fairs of Juftice * The Heer Consburch is made Secre- 
tary of State. 
From. the Amfterdam Cour. and Gaz.&c. June 13° 
Vienna, May 30. Befides the Expreffes difpatch’d 
to feveral Courts of Europe, to norifie the Death of 
the Emperor Leopold, and the Emperor Jofeph’s Ac- 
ceffion to the Throne ; a Courjer is fent to Conftan- 
tinople on the fame Errand, with Letters to the Heer 
Dablman, his. Imperial Majefty’s Refident at the Port, 
On the 2orh inftant the two Hungarian Deputies, 
Vila and Occoluciani, returned hither with Letters 
from Prince Ragorzi and the Archbifhop of Colocza. 
Thefe Deputies left Prince Ragotzion the 29th of 
laft Month at Erla; from whence he had iffued 
out Writs for the holding of a kind of Diet towards 
the middle of this Month, not far from Peft, in "ono 
to confult with the chief of the Nobility of Hanga- 
ty who are in Confederacy with him, in what mane 
ner the Negotiation might beft be carried on for 
putting an end to the Troubles of that Kingdom by 
an Accommodation. Since that time they muft have 
reccived notice of the lare Emperor’s Death : And of 
his prefent Imperial Majeftys gracious Difpofition to 
an Accommodation with them ; which favourable 
Conjuncture it is hoped they will make a good Ufe 
of. The faid Hungarian Deputies had a Conference 
the 28th with the Prince of Salm: Since which, ’tis 
talk’d there will {peedily be a Sufpenfion of Arms in 
Hungary. There has been no Action in Hungary 
lately ; but we hear from Tranfilvania, thar the 
Malccontents have laid Siege to Medies, a place fi- 


tuate not far from Hermanftad ; and that they lay 
wafte the Country about it: Whereupon Orders are 
given for drawing together a good Body of Im 
rialifts, Hungarians, and Rafcians, to be [ent to that 
Principality. Prince Jofeph of Lorrain is gone from 
hence te the Army in Italy. The following Letter

ate moft Noble Lords, our very good Friends’ 


E Make no doubt you are inform’d, that the 

_ moft invincible Roman Emperor, and King, 
of pious Memory, our moft gracious Lord, departed 
this Life the 5th of this Month. Buc forafmuch as 
our prefent moft gracious Lord the invincible Jofeph 
the firft has immediately fucceeded his Predeceffor 
of happy Memory, in the Roman, Hungarian, Bo- 
hemian, and other Kingdoms, Provinces, and Lord- 
fhips ; we think fic in Virtue of our Palarinal Of- 
fice to acquaint your moft excellent Lordthips there- 
with, to the End that with fincere Fidelity you may 
carry your felves towards our preient moft gracious 
Lord, with that Obedience which is due to your 
lawful crown’d King. 

We cannot doubrc your Lordthips are throughly fen- 
fible that Hungary is at prefent fallen into a mcft mi- 
ferable Condition ; to redrefs which, purfuanr to our 
Duty of Palatin, we have moft butubly reprefented 
to his Imperial and Royal Majefty, the deplorable 
ftate of our ruin’d Country, and moft carneftly be- 
fought him to maintain the Freedom of our faid 
Country, by having regard to kis moft gracious Roy- 
al Bull, and to govern our faid Country by irs Laws, 
and thereby to revive our ‘drooping Nation, Which 
moft humble Reprefentation having been confider'd 
by his faid Majefty, he has been gracioufly pleas'd to 
declare. . That all the World knows, that during the 
Reign of his Father of happy Memory, he had no 
vland in the Government or Adminiftration ; and 
that if contrary to the Will of the deceas’d Emperor, 
thofe who were entrufted in the management of Af- 
fairs, did in any thing intrench upon the Laws of the 
Hiiegdom, it cannot be imputed-to his prefent Maje- 
fty, the Adminiftration being in other Hands, Now 
firce the whole Government is by God’s Providenee 
come into the Hands of his Imperial and Royal Ma- 
jefty, he has by Word of Mouth gracioufly directed 
us, to write to all the Eftates of the Kingdom, and 
to affure them, That his faid Majefty will abide by, 
and make good allhe promis’d at the time of his glo- 


‘rious Coronation and Inauguration at Presburg, in 


the Bull which we have in our Poffeffion, Sign’d with 
his own Hand, and Seal’d with his Seal : That he 
will convene a general Affembly of the Eftates, (as 
the late Emperor intended likewife ) by the firft Op- 
portunity, and according to the Laws and Statutes of 
the Kingdom confirm that Bull, and regifter the fame 
with the Acts of that Affembly. This he bas graci- 
oufly promis’d us upon his Imperial and Royal Word, 
in hopes that your Lordthips will promife faithful O- 
bedience to his Majefty your Gracious Lord, who 

offers to obferve and maintain all-your Laws. 
If therefore you havethe leaft Spark of true Chri- 
ftianity, nay if there be any good Hungarian Blood 
in yonr Lordfhips Veins, you will lay thef things to 
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Heart, dnd ntt puth on the evident Ruine of che 
Country, nor chirft after Blood ; feeing you have to 
do (as we faid before) witha Soveraign who offers 
and promdes to do Juftice and obferve the Laws: 
You ought ey to_reach out your Hands 
and take hold of che Olive-Braseh of Peace, 
to conform your felves to the Laws of the 
Country ; and if you chink your felves" agpriev'd 
in arly thing, to come to an Underftanding about it 
with thofe who continue loyal to his Majefty, and to 
return to your due Obedience ; that we by acting 
tnanimoufly as becomes us may gain the Love of 
our mott gracious Lord and King, who is fatherly 
inclin’d towards us; and having obtain’d all that in 
Law or Juftice can be requir’d; we may raife up our 
now finking Country, and reftore it to its former 
your Lord friendly ,and with theAa- 
thority of Palatin admonifh you, to have Regard to 
shefe things. But if contrary to our Hopes, you 
will fill go on to deftroy our Country wirhout 
Caute, we proteft before God and the whole World, 
that we fha'l be oblig'd in Oppoti:ion to fucb,who cry 
out for Libercy bur feek only to do Mifchiet, to have 
yecourf: to Arms, to preferve the Country from 
Ruine ; and thercby will thew,that we as true Lovers 
of our Country will defend ics Freedom, and ‘not 
fuflex ic ro be ytterly laid Wafte, as it is otherwife 
like to be. Buc we rather fully tratt chat having 
conGider'’d this our Letccr, you will be fenfidle of the 
good Delign of it, and that you will enter into fack 
Meafures, tbat the Poftericy of the Hungarian Na- 
tion may blefs your Memory. So expecting your 
defired Anfwer, we bid you heartily farewel, 
Vienna, May 14.
